GUIAN 


Kaieteur Falls in British Guiana. 


(Prepared by the National Geographic 
Society, Washington, D. C.) 


HH Guianas—British, French 
and Dutch—which form continy- 
ous atea on the north coast of 
South America, are the only ter- 
ritories in that continent not under a 
local, republican form of government. 
The word Guiana is derived from the 
name of an old Indian tribe which 
once inhabited the entire country be- 
tween the mouths of the Orinoco and 
Amazon rivers as fur back us the Rio 
Negro and the Casiquiare, This huge 
territory formerly went by the name 
of Guiana, but much ef it is now in- 
cluded in Venezuela and Brazil. 

Guiana miseed one chance for fame 
through ‘a typographical -error. The 
humble “guinea” pig, a native son, 
would have carried its home land’s 
name into popglar usage had not early 
writers confused the habitat of the ro- 
dent with African Guinea—a confusion 
which is not altogether overcome to 
this day. 

Guiana first came into nublic notice 
because of the tales of Juan Martinez, 
who, for getting his lies believed, out- 
ranks .Munchausen or Ananias. Hie 
tales of Manoa, where the monuments 
were marvels of lustrous gold, and 
where men were anointed with ofl and 
then sprinkled with pulverized gold, 
captured the imaginations of many ex- 
plorers even before Sir Walter Ra- 
leigh penetrated the humid interior 
of Guiana in search of this El Dorado. 
So generally {s the term now used in 
a figurative sense to denote any fan- 
ciful rainbow’s end that it is hard to 
realize how seriously the tales of Mar- 
tinez, and lesser liars, were credited. 
Indeed, El Dorado’s mythical court city, 
the lake on which it was supposed to 
be located, and the estimated extent 
of the country itself appeared on maps 
until the serious scrutiny of Hum- 
boldt exploded the fairy tale. 

The first actual settlements were 
made by Dutch colonists in the last 
quarter of the Sixteenth century. Par- 
amaribo, or, as the Dutch call it, Suri- 
nam, the capital of Dutch Guiana, is 
interesting as the city which was trad- 
ed to the English for the settlement 
of New Amsterdam on Manhattan fs- 
land, present-day New York. Para- 
maribo now has a population of about 
40,000 people, mostly negroes. 

Gained Black Name. 

Of the three colonies, French Gui- 
ana, the easternmost, is the smallest. 
Because it has been heard of princi- 
pally in connection with the deporta- 
tion of convicts, and especially in re- 
gard to the Dreyfus case, French Gui- 
ana has gained a black name. It is 
true the region has been developed 
chiefly as a penal station, and perhaps 
it deserves its evil repute; but in phys- 
ical aspects and possibilities, at least, 
it is closely comparable to British and 
Dutch Guiana, both of which have had 
a measurable degree of prosperity. 
With the ‘convict millstone around its 
neck, French Guiana, as_a colony, has 
never really had a chance. 

€ayenne, known by sound at teast 
because ft has given its name to a 
pepper, ig the capital and only port of 
importancé in French Guiana. Its in- 
habitants «number 15,000, nearly a 
third of thé éntire population of the 
country. With ite houses of cojored 
stucco and its avenues and squares 
shaded by superb palms, it has attrac- 
tive aspects. « In it dwell-men of many 
climes and colors. Chinese keep the 


shops; natives of Indo-China ‘supply: 
the markets; -officlaidom is-.French ; 


and on the streets are to bé seen cre- 
oles from Martinique, Arabs from 
northern Africa, and negroes from 
Senegal and the Guiana interior. 
‘Dutch Guiana ts about the size of 
Fiorida. The British first held it; and 


the Dutch first held what now is Brit- 


ish Guiana. The easternmost of the 
three foreign holdings, French Guiana, 
is used, fy part, as a’ penal colony. 
Along the coast Dutch Gulana ts a 
strip of transplanted Hollind. Back 
fn Its forests is a bit of Africa, in- 
‘hibited by Bushmen;-who live much 


Paramaribo has the immaculate ap- 
pearance of a Dutch city; it has one 
natural extravagance of which it is 
proud, its streets lined with mahogany 
Shade trees. For the trees on one 
block, spreading over neat weather- 
board houses, a lumber firm once of- 
fered $50,000, and the residents de 
clined to sell. 

British Guiana has great potential

usable form. It is a tropical. land 
with much rich soil and au abwndarit 
growth of tropical plants. The first 
step in developing such a region is to 
push back the jungle; then a constant 
batile must be waged to keep it back. 
Where this has been done by the teeni- 
ing populations of certain tropical 
countries, such as Java and parts of 
thé Straits Settlements, the region has 
become one of the world’s garden 
spots; but-in British Guiana the puny 
attacks that man has so far made in 
his war on an implacable vegetation, 
have in most cases led to defeat. 

Great rivers flow through the land, 
forming. wide estuaries where they 
meet the sea. The earliest settlers, 
the Dutch, sailed up the wide streams 
and attempted to carve plantations 
from the forests on their banks. But 
this was the most difficult method of 
attack, and in addition the soil in 
the areas selected was none too rich. 
Near the coast were wide mud flats 
of rich alluvial matter without for- 
est growth. Reclaiming overflowed 
lands was a problem better under- 
stood by Dutchmen, so they retreated 
before the forests and made a new 
start on the coastal lowlands. Dikes 
and drainage ditches were constructed. 
with a system of sluice gates to let 
the water out at low tide. In this way 
much rich land was brought under 
cultivation. Some of it ig as much as 
four feet below the level of the high- 
est spring tides. 

When the British captured the coun- 
try from the Dutch in 1796 they con- 
tinued to develop the coastal mud 
flats and the slightly higher land im- 
mediately inland, leaving the forests 
practically untouched. That policy 
has been followed pretty closely since, 
so’ that even now the inhabitants and 
development of British Guiana are in 
large part confined to a strip of ter- 
ritory from ten to fifty miles wide 
along the coast. 

Has Many Rivers. 

British Guiana is a land of many 
rivers. Three very large ones flow 
northward to the coast roughly paral- 
lel: the Essequebo, Demerara, and 
Berbice. These are the main roads 
into the interior, especially the Dem- 
erara and Essequebo. The total mile- 
age of railway in the country ts about 
100, all but 20 of it parallel te the 
coast and within five miles of the sen. 

The coast country is given over to 
agriculture, chiefly the production of 
sugar and rice. Inland the relatively 
slight activity is concentrated on the 
extractive industries, the collection of 
balata gum, the bringing out of small 
quantities of timber, and the placer 
mining of gold. The colony’s diamond 
fields have produced millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of gems in recent years. 
The timber industry has never been 
highly developed. Its most important 
contribution ts the, wood known as 
“green-heart” which is impervious to 
the marine borer, the teredo. It its 
used in dock and wharf construction 
throughout the world. 

If growth in population and solution 
of the labor problem ever permit Brit- 
ish Guiana to become intensively de- 
veloped, it will not lack water power 
for its industries. Rapids 1nd catar- 
acts are found in all the rivers; and 
about 200 miles from the coast, on the 
Potaro river, a tributary of the Es- 
sequego, is Kaleteur falls, one of the 
great wagerfalls of the world. The 
tiver has a sheer drop of 741 feet, and 
eataracts inerease the total fall to 
more than 800. feet, approximately 
five times the-height of Niagara.

Berwick Sponge 
Cake.—Beat the 
yolks of six eggs 
until light and 
lemon colored, add 
one cupful of 
sugar gradually, 
beating well, using a dover beater. 
Add one tablespoonfnl of lemon juice, 
the grated rind of half a lemon and the 
stiffly beaten whites of the eggs. When 
the whites are partially mixed remove 
the batter and carefully cut and fold 
in one cupful of flour mixed and sift- 
ed with one-fourth teaspoonful of salt. 
Bake in a slow oven. 

Cheese Croutons.—Cut stale bread 
in one-third inch slices, removing the 
crusts, spread with butter and cut in 
one-third-inch cubes. Put into a drip- 
Ping pan, sprinkle with grated cheese 
and place in the oven until delicately 
browned, stirring frequently, to have 
them brown evenly. These are nice tu 
serve with any bouillon. 

Sweetbread ana Cucumber Salad.— 
Parboil one sweetbread, adding two 
slices of onion. Cool and cut into 
cubes, removing.all of the connecting 
tissue. Add equal amount of cubes of 
cucumber, Beat one-half cupful of 
thick cream until stiff; add one-fourth 
tablespeonful of gelatin soaked in une 
half tablespoonful sf cold water, then 
add one and one-half tablespoonfuls 
of vinegar, add the sweetbread and cu- 
cumber mixture, mold and chill, 


Curried Apples.—Wipe, core and 

Pare six sour apples and arrange in 
a baking dish. Mix one-half cupful of 
brown sugar and one tablespoonful of 
curry powder, and one tablespoonful 
of butter, melted. Fill cavities with 
the mixture, pour three-fourths of a 
cupful of chicken stock in the dish 
and bake, basting often ontil the ap- 
ples are soft. 
_ Tea Pretzeis—Use the dough left 
from sweethearts, kneading it lightly 
and then roll into a thin sheet. Strew 
a little granulated sugar over and 
press it in lightly with the rolling pin. 
With a pastry wheel or knife, cut the 
dough into strips seyen inches long 
and one-half inch wide. Form the 
pretzels by bringing the ends together 
toward the center and cross them, 
curve a little when placed on the bak- 
ing sheet. Bake slowly. A little anise 
or caraway strewn over the sheet he- 
fore the cakes are placed will add 
variety.

Fish a ta King.—Take 
two cupfuls) of any 
cooked tish, well finked.

bits, all in a tablespoon 
ful of butter. When tender add one 
tablespoonful of flour, stir and cook, 
then add one cupful of rich milk and 
salt and cayenne to season. Serve an

Baked Fish Custard.—I'repure a 
custard of a pint of milk, two lightly 
beaten eggs, salt and pepper to taste. 
with two cupfuls of flicked cooked fish 
Canned fish may be used for this dish 
as well as cooked fresh fish. Mix all 
the Ingredients und pour into a well 
buttered baking dish. Bake in a slow 
oven until firm. Serve hot. 

Fish au Gratin—Melt four table 
spoonfuls of butter in a saucepan, stir 
i.to ft three tablespuonfuls of flour 
blended with one-half teaspoonful of 
salt and one-fourth teaspoonful of pep- 
per. Add gradually one cupfai of milk 
and one cupful of stock; this may be 
made from fish bones and scraps. Stir 
until smooth and creamy then add 
well beaten egg yolks. Miz:with two 
pounds of cooked fish, flaked. put into 
a baking dish or individua: dishes, 
cover with sprinkted cheese and then 
with buttered crumbs. Place in the 
brofling oven to brown. 

Figh Chowder—Th-. may be pre 
pared of fresh fish, or salt. such as 
codfish. Soak the fish to suften and 
parboil, then shred) Take cne-fourth 
pound of salt pork cut into smali dice 
and brown, trying out all the fat. 
When the pork is brown add a: quart 
of water, three sliced onions and six 
sliced potatoes; cook until the vege 
tables are neariy tebder before add: 
ing the salt fish; {f uncooked fish is 
used add earlier to the-mixture. Sea- 
son well with salt and pepper and 
add one quart of hot milk, with three 
or four milk cracker: . sogked in hot 
milk. The amount of fish may vary as 
te taste. : 

When using oll or gas stoves during 
the summer, to keep food and dishes 
for serving, hot, place them fn a drip- 
ping pan with hot water. Several 
dishes mev be heated at once in this 
way. :
